Four men, believed to be 
connected to a street gang 
known as White Boy Posse, 
have been charged with first- 
degree murder in connection 
to three homicides. 

The partial remains of 
Robert John Roth Sr., 54, 
were found in Ranfurly on 
Oct. 20, and his decapitated 
head was found days later in 
an Edmonton alley. 

Lorry Santos was shot and 
killed in Saskatoon on Sept. 
12 and 35-year-old Bryan 
Gower was murdered in 
Kitscoty on Sept. 25.

from the RCMP, Edmonton 
Police Service Homicide 
Section, the Saskatoon Po¬ 
lice Service and the Alberta 
Law Enforcement Response 
Teams (ALERT) gathered to 
announce the charges in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Insp. Jerry Scott, officer in 
charge of I< Division RCMP 
Major Crimes Unit, called the 
homicides “shocking” and 
said the investigations into 
the murders will continue. 

“These arrests send a 
strong message to those who 
chose to engage in criminal 
activity,” he said. 

Supt. Ted Miles, CEO of 
ALERT, said the White Boy 
Posse gang has been on 
ALERT’s radar for a number 
of years. 

“Obviously organized 
crime is really about the 
money,” he said. 

Aside from Santos, who 
police believe was a case of 
mistaken identity, the homi¬ 
cide victims and accused 
knew each other and were 
connected by drugs. 

Kyle Halbauer faces char¬ 
ges in the death of Gower 
and Santos. 

Randy O’Hagan faces 
charges in the death of San¬ 
tos, Gower and Roth. Nikolas 
Nowytzky faces charges 
in the murder of Roth and 
Joshua Petrin faces charges 
in the murder of Santos.

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City wants help 
with police budget 


Bit of a stretch? 


Yoga courses 
could be offered 
in Edmonton 
high schools 

High school students in 
Edmonton public schools 
may soon receive credit 
for the downward-facing 
dog. 

Victoria School 
and Ross Sheppard 
High School have both 
expressed interest in of¬ 
fering Yoga 15 and Yoga 
25 courses to students, 
according to Stephen 
Wright, a supervisor in 
projects and research 
with the Edmonton Public 
School Board (EPSB). 

Wright said as long as 
the Board of Trustees ac¬ 
cepts a recommendation 
to offer the courses, any 
school within the district 
could start offering for- 
credit yoga in the second 
semester, which starts in 
February. 

“Eve never had a 
course in my history been 
rejected. We don’t take 
things to the trustees 
that we think are bad,” 
he said. 

The three-credit 
courses have already been 
developed by the Calgary 
Board of Education, and 
are taught at high schools 
in Calgary. 

Wright said while each 
district develops their 
own courses, districts 
work together to share 
courses that are already 
developed. 

The Yoga 15 and Yoga 
25 courses would more 
than likely be taught by 
a staff member who is 
a certified yoga teacher, 
said Wright. 

The general education 
of the yoga courses include 
understanding the histor¬ 
ical roots of yoga as an art, 
science and philosophy.

Province, feds should 
be handing over more 
cash: Councillors

City councillors expressed 
frustration, Tuesday, with 
the lack of support from the 
provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernment to help fund rising 
costs for the Edmonton Police 
Service. 

Edmonton Police Chief 
Rod Knecht made his case 
to council, as part of the 
2013 budget presentations, 
for an additional $6.5 mil¬ 


lion in funding on top of the 
$13 million the police budget 
is already rising. 

Knecht said he needs the 
additional funds to put para¬ 
medics in downtown jail cells 
as several provincial fatality 
reports have recommended, 
as well to hire provincial sher¬ 
iffs to transport prisoners to 
the new Edmonton Remand 
Centre on the edge of the city. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
the rising costs were coming 
because of the provincial and 
federal government, but Ed¬ 
monton was being asked to 
pay for them. 

“There is a tremendous 
amount of pressure on, but 
the same amount of pressure 
is not felt by the province and 
the federal government, who 


are actually driving these 
costs,” said Sohi. 

Knecht said the depart¬ 
ment is conscious of the cost 
pressures the city faces, but 
felt they had a responsibility 
to put forward a request for 
what they need to keep the 
city safe. 

“We only put forward 
29 positions because that is 
exactly what we need; not 28, 
and not 30,” he said. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said he understands the re¬ 
quests, but the city needs 
help to pay for them. 

“We have a great police 
department and a great chief, 
but we have to find a bet¬ 
ter way to fund cities, and it 
shouldn’t always be on the 
backs of property taxpayers.” 


Police ask 


• Big chunk. If the $6.5 
million is approved, nearly 
two thirds of the pro¬ 
posed tax increase will be 
related to police services 
in the budget. 


• Unsolved homicides. 
There have been 124 
unsolved homicides since 
2001. Knecht said some 
of those could be solved 
if the police had more 
resources to devote.

No response Alberta 
Liberal leader refused

The former chief executive of 
Alberta’s health super-board 
says he took flak from provin¬ 
cial politicians for not having 
“fix-it” people in place to help 
some get preferential access to 
care. 

But when Stephen Duckett 
was asked to name names on 
Tuesday, he could come up 
with only one. 

“A number of MLAs, but 
amongst others that I recall 
was Raj Sherman,” Duckett 
told the public inquiry looking 
into queue-jumping in Alberta. 

An emergency-room doc¬ 


tor by trade and a former par¬ 
liamentary assistant health 
minister in the government, 
Sherman has been a central de¬ 
fender of Alberta’s health care. 

He was bounced from the 
Tories for his criticism of the 
system and went on to become 
Liberal leader. As leader of the 
Grits, he was one of the most 
prominent politicians calling 
for the inquiry. 

Lawyer Michele Hollins 
pressed Duckett for more. 

There were some rural 
members of the legislature, 
Duckett said, but Sherman’s 
was the only name he could 
recall. 

“I can’t remember the 
names of them, sorry,” Duck¬ 
ett said. 

Requests for an interview 
with Sherman were denied 
through the party. His staff

Homicide victim was 
high-risk: Documents

The victim of Edmonton’s 26th 
homicide had alcohol and drug 
problems and a histoiy of crim¬ 
inal friends and associates, ac¬ 
cording to Parole Board docu¬ 
ments obtained by Metro. 

While few details have 
emerged about Aden Ahmed, 
who was stabbed to death in 
the community of Alberta 
Avenue on Nov. 19 after an al¬ 
leged fight between several 


men, documents show Ahmed 
was said to pose a high risk for 
future violence. 

The 23-year-old had a crim¬ 
inal past and spent time in pris¬ 
on for stabbing someone. 

Parole Board documents 
from 2011 show Ahmed had 
trouble making curfew and, 
while on release, broke condi¬ 
tions to abstain from drugs and 
alcohol and to avoid people in¬ 
volved in criminal activity. 

The documents say Ahmed 
had a “substantial alcohol prob¬ 
lem” that was linked to his 


criminal past. 

A psychological risk assess¬ 
ment confirmed that Ahmed 
met the criteria to be con¬ 
sidered a psychopath. 

In September 2008, Ahmed 
severed a man’s artery with a 
knife and stabbed him in the 
buttocks at the back of an Ot¬ 
tawa bus, according to news 
articles from the time. 

He was sentenced to four 
years in prison, which was 
reduced, and banned from 
possessing weapons for life in 
2010.

and found a noticeable 11 
per cent decline on game 
days. 

Rexall Place’s location 
outside of the downtown 
core made it a little more 
difficult for tracking, ac¬ 
cording to Moneris, but fast- 
food restaurants saw a 27 
per cent decline. 

Albertan’s spending 
is generally on the rise 
and Malcolm Fowler, vice- 
president of marketing at 
Moneris, said the numbers 
show a clear lockout effect. 


“If you move a little 
bit further away from the 
arenas, we actually saw a 
modest spending increase, 
probably in line with the 
increase that has been seen 
broadly in Alberta.” 

Peter Varvis, co-owner of 
Coliseum Pizza and Steak, 
said he estimates about a 10- 
per cent decline in sales. 

“It’s down a little bit, but 
nothing to worry about,” he 
said. 

Varvis said there is still a 
lot going on at nearby Rexall 
Place, but Oilers games, 
when his place is generally 
packed, are hard to replace. 

“They have covered it 
with the young guys, the Oil 
Kings and a few extra con¬ 
certs, but we miss the guys,” 
he said. “Every customer 
that comes in here misses 
them.” 


Weather, construction surprises. Jasper 
to remain two-lanes until October 2013 


Jasper Avenue will remain a 
two-lane road through the 
winter months and all the 
way until October 2013. 

The two-year facelift of 
the road along with repairs 
to the roof of the Central LRT 
station was to ease up be¬ 
tween November and March, 
allowing the road to re-open 
to four lanes, but weather 
and construction surprises 
have forced crews to push 
through the winter.

Watts, who stood at atten¬ 
tion while the verdict was 
being read, shared a long 
embrace with his wife once 
the court had adjourned. 

The courtroom at the Me- 
wata Armoury in Calgary, 
where the trial was held, 
was jammed with military 
personnel. 

The maximum sentence 
for unlawfully causing bod¬ 
ily harm is imprisonment 
of up to 10 years. Negligent 
performance of duty can 
bring dismissal with dis¬ 
grace from the Canadian 
Forces. 

Cpl. Josh Baker died when 
a Claymore anti-personnel 
mine loaded with 700 steel 
balls peppered the platoon 
on a practice range near Kan¬ 
dahar city in February 2010. 

The prosecution had 
argued that Watts, the pla¬ 
toon leader, turned a blind 
eye to safety standards 
and abdicated his duty as a 
leader when he handed over 
responsibility to his second- 
in-command, who was an ex¬ 
pert on the weapon.

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Indonesia. Divorced via 
text message, second 
wife, 17, 'not a virgin’ 


Hundreds of Indonesians ral¬ 
lied Tuesday to demand a 
district chief’s resignation 
after revelations of his text- 
message divorce to a teenage 
girl four days after their mar¬ 
riage. 

The incident has sparked 
public outrage. 

Aceng Fikri, chief of Garut 
District in West Java province, 
took 17-year-old Fani Olctora 
as his second wife in July. 

But Fikri, 40, quickly di¬ 
vorced her via a short text 
message, alleging Olctora was 
not a virgin when they mar¬ 
ried as he had expected. He 
said he spent about $26,000 
on the wedding. 

Students and rights activ¬ 
ists in Garut spit and tram¬ 
pled on pictures of Fikri on 
Tuesday before burning them 
outside the local council 
building. 

It was the second consecu¬ 
tive day of protests against 
Fikri, whose case came into 
the spotlight last week after 
a picture was posted on the 
Internet. 

On Monday, dozens of 
people rallied in front of his 
house and the council build¬ 
ing. 


Divorce by text 


Some Muslims believe in an 
Islamic ritual allowing men 
to end a marriage by telling 
their wives they divorce 
them. However, divorce by 
text message is uncommon 
in moderate Indonesia. 


Late Tuesday, the local 
council issued a recommen¬ 
dation for Filcri’s dismissal, 
but the process will have to 
wait for a verdict by the Su¬ 
preme Court. 

Also on Tuesday, Olctora, 
accompanied by her lawyers, 
filed a complaint with po¬ 
lice in the capital, Jakarta, 
accusing Fikri of domestic 
violence by holding her cap¬ 
tive after the wedding and 
fraudulence for declaring 
that he was a widower.

Fikri said they would file 
a complaint of defamation 
against Olctora, whom he 
said had signed an agree¬ 
ment saying she would not 
complain about the mar¬ 
riage.

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John McAfee seeks asylum in Guatemala 


On the lam. Founder 
of anti-virus company 
fled Belize fearing 
death in police custody 


Software company founder 
John McAfee has surfaced in 
public for the first time in 
weeks, saying on Tuesday that 
he plans to ask for asylum in 
Guatemala because he fears 
persecution in Belize. 


McAfee spoke to The As¬ 
sociated Press in a restaurant 
near a high-end hotel where 
he is staying in Guatemala 
City after sneaking out of 
neighbouring Belize. Police in 
Belize have called him a per¬ 
son of interest in the Novem¬ 
ber slaying of a fellow Amer¬ 
ican expat. 

McAfee says he is being 
persecuted by the Belizean 
government and has sensitive 
information about official cor¬ 
ruption in the country where

he lived in a compound guard¬ 
ed by aggressive dogs and 
armed guards. 

“Now that I’m here, I can 
speak freely. I can speak open¬ 
ly,” McAfee said. 


He said he plans to petition 
the Guatemalan government 
to allow him to stay. He added 
that he fears he will be killed 
if he turns himself in for ques¬ 
tioning in Belize. 

“Belize does not have a 
good track record of provid¬ 
ing safety when they ask to 
question you,” he said. “I felt 
much more secure crossing 
the border into a country that 
had laws that were backed by 
the justice system.”

Boy or girl, 
Kate’s baby will take the 
throne: U.K. government 


The business of monarchy 
has always been stacked in 
favour of men. Not any more 
— or so the British govern¬ 
ment promises. 

The first child of Prince 
William and his wife, Kate, 
will be born a king or a 
queen in waiting, under 
changes to succession rules 
designed to overturn centur¬ 
ies of tradition and give royal 
daughters the same rights as 
sons. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg pledged on Tues¬ 
day that the law on succes¬ 
sion would be changed at 
the “earliest opportunity.” 
He said “whether the baby 
is a boy or a girl, they will 
have an equal claim to the 
throne.” 

“Born to rule, be it a boy 
or a girl” proclaimed the 
Daily Mail, which noted that 
the baby had “already made 
royal and constitutional his¬ 
tory” even before it is born. 

Not so fast, caution 
others. 

A royal saga needs a touch 
of uncertainty, and experts 
point out that despite pol¬ 
iticians’ promises, the law 
giving males primacy in 
succession has not yet been 
changed — and the clock is 
ticking. 

“We know that the wishes 
of politicians are written in 
water,” said royal historian 
Robert Lacey. “Law only be¬ 
comes law when the law is 
made — and the law has not 
been made.” 

For centuries, preference 
was given to male heirs, so a 
first-born princess would be 
leapfrogged in the succession 
by a younger brother. As a re¬ 



sult, there have been some 
35 kings of England since the 
Norman Conquest in 1066 
but only seven queens. 

Last year, the leaders of 
Britain and the 15 former col¬ 
onies that have the queen as 
their head of state informally 
agreed to establish new rules 
giving female children equal 
status with males in the or¬ 
der of succession — some¬ 
thing that will require legal 
changes in each country. 

Meanwhile, the Duchess 
of Cambridge was “continu¬ 
ing to feel better” Tuesday 
as she spent a second day 
in a London hospital being 
treated for acute morning 
sickness, St. James’s Palace 
said. William visited his wife 
in the hospital for several 
hours, as photographers and 
camera crews from around 
the world camped outside, 
eager for news on the royal 
pregnancy. Officials said ear¬ 
lier the duchess was not yet 
12 weeks pregnant.

Shares in the company 
have shot up 30 per cent 
since then as investors specu¬ 
lated about a potential sale. 

But ShawCor said Monday 
that “an acceptable sale trans¬ 
action for all of the shares of 
ShawCor, while always a pos¬ 
sibility, is highly unlikely at 
this time.” 

However, it added that 
it will continue to review

fun. 

Rather than dwell on the 
bad stuff, in this column I’ll 
look at his more interesting 
performances — and no, that 
Jennifer Aniston movie won’t 
be included. 

Butler became famous in 
2002, with big roles in Reign 
of Fire and Lara Croft Tomb 
Raider: The Cradle of Life, 
opposite Angelina Jolie. Then 
he developed into a crossover 
star, taking roles in every¬ 
thing from sci-fi flicks (Time¬ 
line), to musicals (The Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera) and even a 
rendering of the Anglo-Saxon 
epic poem Beowulf (Beowulf 
& Grendel). 

The film that turned him 
into a heartthrob, but one 


with serious dramatic chops, 
was Dear Frankie, a four han¬ 
kie tearjerlcer about a single 
mother who resorts to trick¬ 
ery to keep the memory of 
her late husband alive in her 
son’s mind. 

It was his next movie, 
however, that made him (and 
his meticulously crafted six- 
pack) a superstar. In 300 he’s 
King Leonidas, a Spartan who 
led 300 soldiers against the 
might of the Persian army. 
It’s the film equivalent of a 
heavy metal concert — loud, 
brutal and completely un¬ 
compromising — and it made 
him an action hero. 

A few years ago, the web¬ 
site Gawker placed Butler on 
movie star probation, calling 
him a “professional bad deci¬ 
sion maker” alongside Cuba 
Gooding Jr. and John Travolta, 
but Hollywood hasn’t been all 
bad for Butler. 

Post 300 highlights in¬ 
clude playing a charming 
mobster in the violent Guy 
Ritchie flick RoclcnRolla, 
voicing Stoiclc the Vast, the 
chieftain of a Viking tribe in 
the animated How to Train 
Your Dragon and Coriolanus, 
a modern dress version of a 
1608 play by William Shake¬ 
speare.

Festival fun. Bundle 
up and embrace 
Canadian culture 
at one of the many 
outdoor events taking 
place this season 


The coming weeks are a time 
of hibernation for many Can¬ 
adians. As temperatures plum¬ 
met, it’s only natural to want to 
huddle indoors near the warm 
glow of a fireplace or big-screen 
television and wait for the 
depth of winter to pass. 

But for many people, it’s a 
time of celebration. It’s also a 
chance to show Old Man Win¬ 
ter that we Canadians can still 
face winter head-on, like the 
early settlers did with an axe, a 
tent and some hearty food and 
drink. For a few hours, anyway 

“Even if it’s -40 C, people 
will be out there. They really 
want to enjoy winter and they 
embrace it,” says Irina Ivanov- 
Bissonnette, spokesperson for 
the Festival du Voyageur. 

The festival is held every 


year in mid-February in the 
St. Boniface neighbourhood of 
Winnipeg and brings visitors 
back to tide early 19th century, 
when a small fort on the very 
site played an important role in 
the fur trade. There are similar 
festivals held across the coun¬ 
try in January and February, 
including the Voyageur Winter 
Carnival in Thunder Bay, Ont., 
the Yukon Sourdough Rendez¬ 
vous in Whitehorse, and the 
biggest one of all — the Quebec 
Winter Carnival. 

They have a common theme 
— instead of hiding from win¬ 
ter, get outside, interact with 
hundreds or thousands of 
others and celebrate the often 
cold, harsh histoiy of Canada’s 
development. The Yukon Sour¬ 
dough Rendez-Vous bills itself 
as “the only legal cure for the 
cabin fever blues.” 

“We want to encourage 
people to embrace the weath¬ 
er, embrace that time of the 
year,” said Rendez-Vous Society 
executive director Jon Solberg. 
“It’s about actually getting out 
in the community and getting 
active in different events that 
are going on.” 


Festival-goers at Rendez¬ 
vous, scheduled to run Feb. 21 
to 24 in 2013, may find them¬ 
selves carrying large bags of 
flour on their backs, throwing 
an axe or racing in snowshoes 
— all in temperatures that can 
dip below -20 C. The festival 
celebrates the Yukon gold rush 
and recreates, to some extent, 
how people lived in the late 
1800s. “It’s celebrating the pi¬ 
oneers,” Solberg said. 

At the Festival du Voyageur, 
the focus is on 1815, a time 
when the Hudson Bay Com¬ 
pany and the North West Com¬ 
pany were vying for control of 
the fur trade. Actors in period 
costume inside a recreated Fort 
Gibraltar greet you as if you 
have stepped back in time. Any 
mention of Canada is likely to 
be met with a quizzical expres¬ 
sion and a reminder that Can¬ 
ada is to the East. You, mon¬ 
sieur, are in Rupert’s Land. 

The period actors show 
visitors how to make tools, fur 
coats and other goods, and how 
meals were prepared and food 
was stored in an isolated Prairie 
outpost. 

There is also a bit of poetic

licence to the festival’s take on 
history. Just outside the fort, 
period actors play out a battle 
between French- and English- 
speaking soldiers that looks 
like something from the Plains 
of Abraham in Quebec. The 
battle portrays a skirmish be¬ 
tween the forces of Lord Selkirk 
and La Verendiye that never 
actually happened. Selkirk, a 
Scottish settler, and La Veren¬ 
diye, a French explorer, lived 
at different times of the west’s 
development. 

The festival, now in its 44th 
year, is the largest Francophone 


festival in western Canada, at¬ 
tracting about 95,000 people 
over 10 days. The 2013 edition 
is scheduled to run Feb. 15 to 
24. 

Not everything about the 
festival is a throwback. At night, 
live music, much of it modem 
rock and folk, is performed in¬ 
side huge heated tents. Franco¬ 
phone groups from across Can¬ 
ada are featured. The licensed 
bar serves modem brands of 
beer along with caribou, an old- 
time blend of red wine, whisky 
and maple sugar. And if the 
weather does turn particularly 
nasty, there are options. 

At the Festival du Voya¬ 


geur, the temperatures have 
sometimes risen to the point 
where snow and ice sculp¬ 
tures melt. Other years, tem¬ 
peratures have dipped below 
-40 C, leaving all but the brav¬ 
est souls scurrying for cover 
in heated tents. 

In Whitehorse, such temper¬ 
atures are rare. But two years 
ago, the thermometer dipped 
to -25 C and a fierce wind blew 
at 40 kilometres an hour. “With 
our main performance tent, we 
put heat in there,” said Solberg. 
“We warm it up pretty good. 
It’s a bit of a windbreak and 
a shelter for people to go to.”

Even Mother Nature, as if mind¬ 
ful of the inflated expectations 
of the fabulously rich, seems to 
try harder in Palm Beach. 

The famed beachfront play¬ 
ground of Rockefellers, Van¬ 
derbilts, Kennedys and Trumps 
roughly marks the start of the 
tropics in South Florida. Here, 
about 100 kilometres north of 
Miami, the cobalt-blue waters 
of the Gulf Stream run close to 
shore, promoting milder win¬ 
ters and an abundance of ficus, 
Royal Poinciana and banyan 
trees — species that refuse to 
grow in the harsher climes to 
the north. 

Gawldng at the Mediterran¬ 
ean-style waterfront mansions 
along Billionaire’s Row and 
splurging on Chanel, Armani, 
Gucci and other designer labels 
in the chic boutiques that line 
Worth Avenue and its graceful¬ 
ly colonnaded corridors — Via 
Mizner, Via Prigi, Via Roma — 
are the top tourist activities. 

But for many visitors, the 
Palm Beach experience isn’t 
complete without a round of 
golf on the Ocean Course at The 
Breakers, the towering Italian 
Renaissance-inspired luxury 
hotel that has been the focus 
of Palm Beach society for over 
a century. 

Reputed to be Florida’s first 



18-hole layout when it opened 
in 1897, the Ocean Course 
sparked the game’s rapid 
growth throughout Palm Beach 
County, a winter tourist des¬ 
tination touted as Florida’s Golf 
Capital by marketers. 

Stretching from Jupiter in 
the north to Boca Raton in the 
south, the county — the largest 
southeast of the Mississippi 
River — is home to more than 
165 courses, including several 
of the top resort tracks in the 
South. 

Many of golf’s biggest 
names call Palm Beach County 
home, including Jack Nicklaus, 
Greg Norman, Justin Leonard, 
Nick Price and golf architect 
Tom Fazio. Golf academies 
and equipment outlets are as 
ubiquitous as gas stations. Also 
found here is the headquarters 
of the PGA of America. 

Sharing the same address as 
the PGA in the upscale enclave 
of West Palm Beach, about 20 
minutes north of Palm Beach, 
is PGA National Resort and Spa, 
home of the annual Honda 
Classic (Feb. 28 to March 3) and 
the scene of numerous past 
championships, including the 
1983 Ryder Cup and the 1987 
PGA Championship. 

PGA National recently com¬ 
pleted a $100-million renova¬ 
tion that included an extensive 
refurbishing of the hotel and a 
tweaking by Nicklaus himself 
of the Champion Course — the 
marquee attraction of the prop¬ 
erty’s five 18-hole layouts. Ori¬ 
ginally designed by Tom Fazio, 
the course was first reworked 
in 1990 by Nicklaus, whose 
most significant contribution 
was the infamous bear trap — 
holes 15 through 17 — a wind¬ 
swept and wateiy trio that has 
broken the hearts of countless 
golfers. 


PGA National’s major rival 
among Palm Beach County’s 
golf resorts is Boca Raton Resort 
and Club, a Spanish-Moorish 
beachfront palace designed in 
the 1920s by visionaiy archi¬ 
tect Addison Mizner, famous as 
the creator of the Palm Beach 
style. Rich in golf history, the 
lavishly refurbished Boca, as 
the resort is known locally, 
once employed legends Sam 
Snead and Tommy Armour as 
golf professionals. Though just 
6,253 yards in length, the prop¬ 
erty’s original William Flynn- 
designed layout, — the Resort 
Course — is sneakily difficult, 
with rapid elevation changes 
and numerous water features. 
A far stiffer test is the Country 
Club Course, a 6,714-yard Joe 
Lee design located a short drive 
from the resort, where water 
comes into play on 14 holes. 

Lee, a native of Florida who 
was a master at shaping the 
local terrain, also designed the 
Abacoa Golf Club in Jupiter, Fla. 
Water hazards and sand bun¬ 
kers are almost constantly in 
play at this lush and well-con¬ 
ditioned track. Another must- 
play course, especially for fans 
of Donald Ross — arguably the 
greatest of all golf architects — 
is Delray Beach Golf Club. This 
classic and affordable 6,907- 
yard design features rolling 
fairways, water on five holes 
and Ross’s distinctive random 
bunicering.

Going out on a co-op work term 
for the first time can be daunt¬ 
ing. Aside from showing up to 
work, there’s a lot you should 
do to make a good impression. 

Here are seven tips to help 
you make the most of your ex¬ 
perience: 

Don’t wait until the first day 

If you’ve been given your man¬ 
agers’ contact information, get 
in touch with them. Let her 
know that you are excited to 
start and find out if there is 
anything they can suggest for 
you to do before you arrive.

This recipe makes 8 custard cups, egg farmers of Ontario 


Parmesan Custard 

1. In food processor, combine 
light cream cheese, whipping 
cream and eggs. Pulse until 
smooth, about 2 minutes. 

2. Add Parmesan, salt and pep¬ 
per; continue to pulse until 
smooth, about 1 minute. Div¬ 
ide Parmesan mix into each 
of the eight greased glass ram¬ 
ekins (approx. 1/4 cup or 50 ml 
in each) 

Spinach Layer 

1. Put spinach over strainer in 
the sink and gently press to re¬ 
move water. 

2. In skillet, heat oil over 
medium-high heat, add garlic; 
cook, stirring until aromatic, 
about 1 min. Stir in spinach, 
green onions, salt and pepper. 
Cook to combine flavours, 4 
mins. Remove from heat and 
spoon a generous 1/4 cup (50 
ml) spinach mix on top of Par¬ 
mesan custard, pressing gently. 

Roasted Red Pepper and 
Salad Greens 

1. In bowl, stir red pepper 
slices and garlic. Cover tops 
of spinach with a layer of 


roasted red pepper. The pep¬ 
pers should cover the spinach. 
Smooth tops. 

2. Place custard cups on large 
rimmed baking sheet and bake 
in 375 F (190 C) oven until set, 


about 30 mins. Let cool slight¬ 
ly 

3. Meanwhile, in bowl, whisk 
together olive oil, vinegar, 
Dijon, salt and pepper. Toss 
with mixed greens. 


4. Run thin knife around edges 
of glass ramekins. Invert onto 
salad plates and top each with 
small amount of mixed greens 
and serve. Or top each cup with 
a handful of mixed greens and 
serve, egg farmers of Ontario

Do you suffer from shiny 
object syndrome, or SOS as 


it’s known in the self-help 
industry? Are you pulled in¬ 
visibly toward bright shiny 
objects, and then transfixed 
in their orbit, while you 
try to rationalize their pur¬ 
chase or theft? 

Then don’t go, like I did 
last week, to the Los Angles 
Auto Show. It’s full of things 
you will want to steal or buy 
— even the so-called green 
ones. 

The evolution of green 
vehicles coming in more 
and more attractive pack¬ 
ages has happened over 
the last decade or so, after 
automakers realized that 


we consumers are drawn 
to green, so long as it is 
in a vehicle form that fits 
our emotional or practical 
needs, for whatever life 
stage we’re in at the mo¬ 
ment. 

For example, while small 
and utilitarian is the ultim¬ 
ate way to go green, the 
chances are slim that you’re 
going to buy a smart for- 
two electric if you go to ski 
country every winter week¬ 
end with four kids and a 
smelly dog. 

On the flip side, the 
chances are also slim you’re 
going to shell out $100,000- 


plus for a cool Fislcer Karma 
hybrid when you’re a fresh¬ 
man at U of Jagermeister. 

The talking heads during 
the automakers’ press days 
at the L.A. show repeat¬ 
edly mentioned that there 
is no silver bullet to green 
technology, and that they’ll 
have to make green advan¬ 
ces on all fronts and on all 
types of vehicles, and that 
the vehicles themselves 
cannot “not deliver” their 
respective brand promises. 

So, if I could, I would like 
to draw your attention to 
three L.A. debuts that illus¬ 
trate this vision.

Chevrolet Spark 
EV 

Chevrolet is GM’s go-to 
brand for targeting young 
hipsters and value-con¬ 
scious elders. As Chev¬ 
rolet’s smallest car, the 
Spark is already a great 
urban mobility device, 
and the electrification 
of it makes it even more 
so. When it goes on sale 
next summer, for about 
$32,500 US (the U.S. feder¬ 
al rebate of $7,500 lowers 
the price to $25,000), it 
will be GM’s first all¬ 
electric passenger vehicle 
since the EV1 was contro¬ 
versially discontinued in 
2003. Unfortunately, the 
small number of Spark 
EVs coming to Canada 


next year is strictly for 
fleet accounts. 

Technical highlights: 
Lots of components car¬ 
ried over from Volt; First 
vehicle to use new SAE 
Combo DC Fast Charging 
protocol, enables Spark 
EV to charge to 80 per 
cent in 20 minutes; Two 
seven-inch LCD screens to 
better utilize smartphone 
infotainment, like naviga¬ 
tion, satellite radio and 
Apple’s Siri voice thing. 

On top of that is a Lith¬ 
ium ion battery pack and 
electric motor (designed 
and built by GM in the 
U.S.) which delivers 130 
hp and 400 pound-feet of 
torque! It should be a hoot 
to drive. Expect speeds of 
around 80 km/h. 



BMWi8Spyder 

The BMW i8 Spyder 
shown in L.A. is def¬ 
initely a concept, but 
production versions of 
both i8 coupes and con¬ 
vertibles are definitely 
coming sometime around 
the 2014-15 timeframe. 
Expect prices of more 


than $100,000 and top 
speeds of more than 150 
mph, so they’ll definitely 
be worthy of wearing the 
BMW badge. The “petrol” 
part of the plug-in hybrid 
concept is a three-cylin¬ 
der turbo-diesel, expected 
to deliver about 70 mpg 
(3.36 L/100 km). 


Mercedes- 
Benz 

Ener-G-Force 

The L.A. show 
hosted a design 
challenge, where 
automakers could 
envision a Highway 
Patrol Vehicle in 
2025. 

Mercedes-Benz 
came up with the 
Ener-G-Force, which 
channels the vibe of 
a G Class off-roader 
circa 1979. There 
is, however, a twist. 

The G Force stores 
rainwater in the 
tanks on the roof, and transfers it to the “hydro-tech conver¬ 
tor,” where it’s turned into hydrogen for operating the fuel 
cells. “Swappable” batteiy packs are stored in the side skirts. 
There is an electric motor at each wheel to deliver four-wheel 
drive. 

A 360-degree topography scanner sends data to the suspen¬ 
sion computer, which adjusts suspension parameters for max¬ 
imum traction. It’s a zero-emission vehicle with zero tolerance 
for citizen misbehaviour.

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Is seasonal tire dilemma starting 
to tire you out already? 




For the 
summer 

Since all-season tires are 
so popular, the summer 
tire has evolved into the 
role of a high-perform¬ 
ance tire built for speed 
and agility. 

“A summer tire 
definitely differs in the 
tread,” says Vandewater. 
“Big, blocky and larger is 
more stable than a tire 
with a small pattern.” 

And in a high- 
performance tire that 
needs to quickly and 
precisely react to what 
the driver is doing with 
the steering wheel and 
the brakes, being stable 
is everything. That also 
means a relatively shal¬ 
low tread depth that re¬ 
duces the tire’s tendency 
to squirm around and 
deflect when pushed 
closer to its limits. 


A summer tire 
also has a short, stiff 
sidewall to aid steering 
response. That means 
they’ll generally have a 
30 or 40-series side- 
wall height, which is a 
number that indicates 
the percentage of the 
tire’s overall width. The 
lower the percentage (30 
versus 40), the shorter 
the sidewall for a given 
width. 

“Sizing is a big issue 
since there are no 60 or 
70 series summer tires,” 
says Vandewater. 

As well, outside 
shoulders have larger 
tread blocks for cor¬ 
nering, while the inner 
area is built to channel 
water away to keep the 
tire from floating on 
top of the water, which 
is a condition know as 
aquaplaning. 


Maybe our expert can 
help. Bridgestone’s Bill 
Vandewater outlines

This is where the rubber really 
meets the road — at the begin¬ 
ning of an old-fashioned Can¬ 
adian winter. 

Your old tires are so worn 
that they’re practically trans¬ 
parent. But do you get summer 
tires and then swap them out 
for winter tires later on? Do 
you buy all-season tires and 
not woriy about it? Or maybe 
a set of summer tires and then 
all-season tires for the winter 
because it doesn’t snow all that 
much where you are? 

It’s really too bad that one 


tire can’t do it all, because the 
simple fact is that the average 
all-season tire is a compromise 
that isn’t ideal in any condi¬ 
tion. Bill Vandewater knows. As 
one of Bridgestone’s tire engin¬ 
eers, he talks about tread com¬ 
pound, gripping edges, siping 
and aspect ratio around the 
water cooler at work like the 
rest of us talk about last night’s 
game or the local news. 

Keeping it simple, the basic 
thing to loiow, according to 
Vandewater, is that summer 
and winter tires are specifically 
built for those seasons, temper¬ 
atures and driving surfaces. 

All-season tires, on the 
other hand, are a compromise 
between both, since the prop¬ 
erties of a good summer tire 
and a good winter tire contra¬ 
dict each other in nearly eveiy 
aspect, from tread design and 
softness of the compound 
(which used to be made of rub¬ 
ber but is now a blend of syn¬ 
thetic ingredients) to sidewall 
construction. 


For the winter 

In sharp contrast to the summer tire, the winter is all 
about paddling slush and snow out of the way. 

A different mission means completely different 
qualities. A winter tire has deeper grooves and more of 
them, which means more gripping edges to help get 
over slippery surfaces. They’re usually narrower, too. 
“Wider tires have a tendency to float while narrower 
tires dig into the snow,” says Vandewater. By contrast, 
a wide summer tire puts more tread on the pavement, 
which is a good thing. 

“Tread is designed to work in a temperature range. 
Winter tires are designed to work in cold temperatures.” 
A winter tire is soft to stay pliable in the cold, which 
helps it grip. A summer tire hardens up in the cold and 
actually works against itself, unable to conform to sur¬ 
face irregularities. “Running winter tires all year around 
... (they’re) relatively soft, which makes them unstable.” 

They also don’t last. Driving snow tires in the sum¬ 
mer is a sure way to kill them quickly, says Vandewater, 
since they’re so soft. They’ll wear down in no time.” 

The deep grooves, about 30 to 50 per cent deeper than 
that of a summer tire, might help you get through the 
snow, but they also take away from steering sharpness. 

As soon as the snow is gone, change to your set of 
summer tires. Increasing the traction for a snow tire are 
sipes, which are tiny, nearly invisible slices in the tread 
that add more gripping edges. By contrast, a summer tire 
has no sipes, which helps to stabilize the tread to make 
it more responsive and better able to take the heat from 
high-performance use. 




All season 
dilemma 

Since summer tires are 
generally reserved for 
high-performance vehicles, 
your only choice might be 
all-season tires for summer 
driving. And while they’re 
a compromise between 
winter and summer tires, 
that doesn’t mean they’re 
bad. 

They have a moderate 
tread depth, somewhere 
between summer and 
winter tires, more sipes 
and gripping edges than a 
summer tire and less than 
a winter tire. That makes 
an all-season less grippy in 
both extremes. 

The compound is de¬ 
signed to work in a broad 
temperature range, again a 
compromise. 


Driving a vehicle that 
came with summer tires 
from the factory in the 
winter means a change, 
but to what? Vandewater 
suggests winter tires if 
they’re available to fit 
your vehicle. Low-profile 
winter tires are harder to 
come by, but “we do make 
40-series winter tires.” If 
not, it might be possible 
to buy different (smaller) 
wheels and winter-specific 
tires with taller sidewalls, 
which will also help spare 
your shiny summer wheels 
the grief of soaking in road 
salt. 

Either way, you’ll need 
to back off aggressive 
driving in recognition of 
the decreased traction. “All- 
season is a compromise, 
but the most practical tire 
for most people.” 
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Turbochargers huff 
and puff their way 
to fuel efficiency

Your engine runs on gaso¬ 
line, but before the fuel 
can be used, it must be 
mixed with air. That air is 
compressed by the pistons to 
produce power, but they can 
only do so much. 

Automakers often add 
turbochargers or super¬ 
chargers, which can coax 
more power out of a smaller 
engine without having to 
move up to a larger one. 

“The strategy of down¬ 
sizing and replacing engine 
displacement by charging 
led to large increases in 
torque, weight savings and 
fuel efficiency,” says Cort 
Nielsen, public relations 
manager for Audi Canada. 


Although turbochargers 
and superchargers both 
do the same thing — 
pump more air into 
the engine — they 
differ in the way they run. 

On a turbocharger, the 
engine’s exhaust is routed 
through a turbine to make 
it spin. A supercharger is 
connected by a belt (or 
sometimes by gears) to the 
engine, which powers the 
unit. 

Originally, these systems 
were all about power, and 
automakers used them to 
make their performance 
models even sportier. 

While that’s still the case 
with some vehicles, turbo¬ 
chargers are increasingly 
used for fuel efficiency. Al-

though they do use more 
fuel when they’re working 
— when they push in more 
air, the engine must also 
burn more gasoline — they 
only provide a boost when 
extra power is needed, 
such as during hard 
acceleration. 

In the past, automakers 
might simply have used 
a larger engine, which 
could provide that power 
when needed, but which 
would use more fuel the 
rest of the time. A small¬ 
er turbocharged engine 
handles everyday driv¬ 
ing chores while using 
much less fuel, but can 
still provide that power 
boost when the driver de¬ 
mands it. 

Because the turbochar¬ 
ger’s turbine has to “spool 
up,” or start spinning fast¬ 
er when the driver acceler¬ 
ates, there can be a slight 
delay in power. Known as 
turbo lag, it was very no¬ 
ticeable in older engines, 
but newer units provide 
their power almost instan¬ 
taneously. 

“With modern electron¬ 
ics, the former deficien-

cies are no longer present,” 
Nielsen says. 

“The use of new combus¬ 
tion methods is another 
key topic in advanced de¬ 
velopment of engine char¬ 
ging technology, especially 
in efforts to increase charge 
pressure.” 

Whether an engine uses 
a turbocharger or super¬ 
charger depends on several 
factors, including where it 
will fit into the engine bay, 
and how easily its heat can 
be dissipated. Superchar¬ 
gers also tend to be more 
expensive and are more 
likely to be used on higher- 
priced vehicles.
